NEW ALFALFA 
SEED PROMISES 


MORE PRODUCTION 


By Ralph L. Worrell 
Farm Advisor 


Alfalfa growers who are in- 
terested in producing high qual- 
ity hay for more than just two or 
three years are urged to plant 
seed of the new California Com- 
‘mon 49. 

This is the new strain of the 
old common Chilean alfalfa, which 
has been selected and improved 
for resistance to alfalfa dwarf 
disease. Dwarf is the worst dis- 
ease of alfalfa in the southern 
San Joaquin valley, and is the 
main reason why fields die out 
in three or four years instead of 
remaining in production for many 
years more as they used to. 

This dwarf resistant seed should 
keep alfalfa fields in good pro- 
duction for at least several years 
longer. Seed of California Com- 
mon 49 will cost a few cents 
more a pound since it is new. 


However, results to the farmer in’ 


hay production will make it a 
valuable investment.
